Although the violent views and actions of such youths 
as Patty Hearst and Lynette (Squeaky) Fromme have 
been much in the news as of late, our citizens shouldn’t 
become disheartened with the thought that the radical 
fringe represents the voice of young America.

There is a more rational, patriotic voice among our 
young people waiting to be heard; such as that of Jud 
Riggs, a 20-year-old from Sacramento who is now in 
Washington, D.C. as a full-time volunteer for the

Administration (ARBA). 
Riggs’ views on America are instructive. Not only 
because he, perhaps more than any other youth, will help 
decide how the nation’s young people will celebrate the 
Bicentennial; but also because he is an example of a 
young person who has experienced the drug culture and 
totally rejected it. 
“While I was in high school, I became very depressed 
about the country,” says Riggs in a recently published 
newspaper interview. “ I really had the ‘Watergate 
blues.’ I also had a distorted view of the country from 
watching TV and reading the newspapers. But it wasn’t 
the same country I found later when I traveled through 
it.” 
Riggs explained that his low view of his country was 
turned around by two factors: religion and the op­ 
portunity to travel across the United States, meeting his 
fellow citizens first-hand. 
“There was a real void in my life for a time,” says 
Riggs of his student days when he finally rejected the 
drug culture prevalent around him. “ Then that void was 
tilled by religion ... I don’t think I felt a real spiritual 
hunger, but I came to realize that there was no way I 
could live without religion. If it is a crutch, I could use a 
few more like it.” 
After one year of college, Riggs purchased a used 
camper and set out last winter on a personal odyssey 
across the American Southwest and Southeast. That trip 
was the clincher. 
“ I feel good about the country now. Traveling across it 
convinced me of its worth,” says Riggs today. “The 
America I experienced during those months was not 
crime -ridden. It wasn’t the bankrupt New York City. 
Most of the people I met were very honest, very helpful. 
“That’s what really turned me around. I found out for 
myself that Americans simply are good people. And 
since the people really are the country — I don’t believe 
the country is falling off the edge.” 
Regarding the country whose birth he is helping to 
commemorate, Riggs adds that, “ I definitely think this 
was a chosen country; that there was a divine hand in its 
founding. It was planned by people to allow other people 
to be as free as they can be. ” 
Refreshing words from a young man v'ho, we believe, 
really represents the youth of America.

FOOD STAMP 
FIASCO 


The dimensions of the food stamp fiasco, which only 
now are beginning to surface, are mind-boggling. Started 
in 1962 as an experiment to help feed 50,000 poor 
Americans at a cost of $14 million, today there are nearly 
20 million citizens receiving food stamps. The projected 
taxpayer cost during the current fiscal year is $6.8 
billion. 
Worse than the enormity of the program — which is a 
grim reminder of a warning by President Ford that by 
the year 2000 half of all Americans could be living off the 
other half — is the large number of able-bodied 
American receiving a free ride on food stamps. Strikers 
get food stamps. Unemployed executives get them. 
College students, some who are the children of the 
wealthy, get food stamps. Lynette (Squeaky) Fromme, 
accused of trying to assassinate the President, was on 
food stamps. 
The Agriculture Department, which used to be charged 
primarily 
with 
aiding 
and 
regulating 
American 
agriculture, administers the food stamp program. Today 
the program accounts for half of the Department’s 
budget, putting the agency right behind the Department 
of Health, Education and welfare as a welfare 
distributor. 
Although various reform proposals are now making 
the rounds of Capitol Hill, like all giveaway' programs, 
the food stamp program has its own constituency 
fighting 
the 
reform 
moves. 
In 
the 
meantime, 
Administration officials are having a nightmare over the 
fact that, although nearly 20 million citizens are now 
receiving food stamps, an estimated 29.2 million are 
eligible to get them under the current lax laws. 
A retired USDA auditor was quoted in the Washington 
Star as saying that what the program needs most is 
“ teeth.” He added that,“ I’d make it a violation of federal 
law to cheat on food stamps. That might discourage 
people from ripping the program off. And I would 
prosecute every ineligible person who gets food stamps, 
along with some sort of penalty against the food stamp 
certifier (worker) who put that person on the rolls.” 
Whatever other reforms are adopted to stop the food 
stamp fiasco, we believe this USDA auditor hit the nail on 
the head. The cheaters and rip-off artists must be put out 
of business. Now.

Warren Commission 
with Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - The FBI 
withheld 
from 
the 
Warren 
Commission 
hundreds 
of 
documents about the John F. 
Kennedy assassination. 
These are raw FBI files, 
which the commission requested 
but never received. They con­ 
tain no startling information 
that will overturn the com­ 
mission’s 
verdict, 
but they 
reveal intimately now the FBI 
handled 
its most important 
case. 
In the margins of some sup­ 
pressed memos, the late FBI 
chief, J. Edgar Hoover, scrib­ 
bled caustic comments in blue 
ink. He was critical of almost 
everyone involved in the in­ 
vestigation, from Dallas police 
chief Jesse Curry to President 
Lyndon Johnson. 
Confidential notes kept by one 
top FBI offical, for example, 
quote Hoover as warning 
“Johnson may become very 
dictatorial. We must keep our 
guard up.” 
Sources familiar with the 
suppressed documents say the 
contents were summarized and 
submitted 
to 
the 
Warren 
Commission. But there were 
some subtle, perhaps deliberate, 
omissions. 
The documents show that 
Hoover brought pressure on his 
subordinates to rush out a 
preliminary report on the FBI 
investigation before the mur­ 
dered President’s brother, 
Robert Kennedy, returned to his 
post as Attorney General. 
The confidential notes quote 
Hoover as instructing his 
subordinates to get the report 
out of the Justice Department 
“ before Bobby gets back.” 
Apparently, the FBI chief also 
feared Deputy Attorney General 
Nicholas 
Katzenbach 
might 
tamper with the report before 
forwarding it to the Warren 
Commission. Hoover told his 
aides to alert President John­ 


son’s 
major 
domo, 
Walter 
Jenkins. 
“ Let 
Jenkins 
know 
after 
report is out of our hands,” 
Hoover directed. “Let Jenkins 
know what Katzenbach is doing. 
Might cause long delay. Must 
not consider any alteration.” 
Thirteen days after President 
Kennedy was gunned down in 
Dallas, 
Hoover delivered 
a 
detailed report to Katzenbach 
naming Lee Harvey Oswald as 
the assassin. Katzenbach kept it 
four days before submitting it to 
the commission. 


The crusty, old G-man was 
furious at the Dallas police 
chief, meanwhile, for leaking 
the story that the FBI had in­ 
vestigated Oswald but had failed 
to alert the Secret Service. 
“ This is lowest level in history 
of Bureau since I have been 
director,” 
Hoover lamented, 
according to the confidential 
notes. 
He contended that Oswald had 
never been seen with firearms, 
had written no hate letters 
against U. S. leaders. As a 
former defector, he also knew he 
was a marked man whom the 
FBI was watching. 
“ With 
that 
background,” 
grumbled Hoover, “how could 
he be security risk.. No in­ 
dication of violence so far as our 
records show ... Oswald could 
have hollered false arrest if we 
had arrested him.” 
The FBI chief commented 
that Chief Justice Earl Warren, 
who headed the commission, 
“ would have been first one to 
holler” about Oswald’s rights. 
Citing the criticism of the FBI, 
Hoover commented:

Even if George Wallace never 
wins the big casino in the game 
of presidential politics, he’s not 
going away empty handed The 
Alabama Governor has struck a 
nifty little financial deal with his 
presidential 
campaign 
com­ 
mittee that promises to give him 
$15,000 a year for the next 10 
years. 
It is, to say the least, an 
unusual arrangement What it 
amounts to is that Wallace is 
peddling his image for money as 
well as votes. In return for 
granting his campaign com­ 
mittee 
“ sole and 
exclusive 
right” to use his photograph, 
facsimile signature and minted 
likeness, he will collect royalties 
on such items distributed by the 
committee as Wallace books, 
watches and medallions. 
According to a news account 
the other day, Wallace will get 
$2 for each bronze medallion, $3 
for silver ones and $5 for gold, $7 
for each watch (which depicts 
Wallace in a boxer pose) and $1 
for each photo biography. Not 
more than $15,000 can be paid in 
royalties during a single year. 
That’s not going 
to make 
Wallace rich by any means, but 
it’s not chicken feed either. 
So far, no one has found 
anything illegal about it. But 
probably no other candidate 
could pull such a brazen deal. 
Wallace has such a loyal and 
devoted hard-core following that 
most of them probably don’t 
care that part of the money they 
send to Montgomery winds up in 
Wallace’s pocket. Can anyone

a decade ago, told us: “Nobody 
ever got the FBI’s own files.” In 
1963-64, another staff member 
pointed out, the FBI “could do 
no wrong,” so no one pressed too 
hard for their internal records. 
Now 12 years after the Ken­ 
nedy assassination, a fascinating 
story is still locked in FBI files 
awaiting a public reopening. We 
will tell part of the story in 
future columns. Sen. Richard 
Schweiker, R-Pa., chairman of 
the Senate Intelligence sub­ 
committee 
investigating 
the 
assassination, is seeking the full 
story from the FBI. 
Footnote: 
FBI 
spokesmen 
stoutly 
defended the FBI’s 
findings and the thoroughness of 
the investigation. They con­ 
ceded that “ informative” and 
‘deliberative” memos were not 
given to the commission. But 
“everything they needed was 
given them. They had all they 
wanted to make their findings.” 


Even Goldberg praises: FBI 
records disclose severest crack­ 
down on Mafia 
WASHINGTON - I’ve known 
of FBI agents who infiltrated the 
Mafia -- though they’d have been 
hung alive on meat hooks had 
their cover been broken. And of 
others who slipped into the Ku 
Klux Klan to crack a triple 
murder case though the agents 
would have been clubbed to 
death with chains had they been 
de-hooded. And of another who 
spent time in a stinking Sing 
Sing prison cell to solve the 
mystery of a 
brutal crime 
syndicate assault. And others 
who were killed on “ routine” 
anti-crime duty. 
I was in the office of Deputy 
Chief of Mission Philip Kaiser, 
in our embassy in London, when 
the resident “ legal attache” 
(FBI agent) quietly broke the 
Martin 
Luther King, 
Jr., 
assassination pursuit case and 
nabbed the fugitive. 
These and a hundred other 
stories aren’t told these “ get- 
the-FBI” days. 
But 
now 
up come 
two 
“ reports” - the memoirs of Mrs. 
Justice Arthur Dorothy Gold­ 
berg and a survey of the 
Bureau’s 
clobbering 
of 
organized crime and what I call 
“ the revolutions racket.” 
It won’t be in Dorothy’s 
memoirs but, long before her 
husband became John Ken­ 
nedy’s Secretary of Labor and 
Supreme Court Justice and 
Lyndon 
Johnson’s 
UN 
Ambassador, Arthur Goldberg 
was special counsel to the old 
Congress 
of 
Industrial 
Organizations. So virulent then 
were the eleven pro-Communist 
unions in CIO, that the late 
president, 
Philip 
Murray, 
decided to put them on trial 
inside the organization. His own 
special prosecutor (! 1949-1950) 
was Goldberg. 
Then, according to the most 
authoritative of all sources in 
this field, the FBI’s third man 
(and often its second), Cartha D. 
(Deke) 
DeLoach, used to slip 
over to some rendezvous and 
brief Arthur almost nightly. 
Deke would document charges 
of Communist Party con­ 
nections with some of the unions 
on trial. Frequently this led to 
Moscow’s 
special 
represen­ 
tatives in the U.S. In turn, this 
would bolster Goldberg’s case. 
The 
Communist-line 
unions 
were ousted. Eventually this led 
to the CIO’s merger with the 
AFL. 
And just the other day, while 
discussing Mrs. Goldberg’s new 
book, Arthur Goldberg told me 
he 
still 
considered 
Deke 
DeLoach to have been “a s of the 
best men the FBI ever had.” 
Actually that collaboration left 
but one actively proSoviet tabor 
union in the U.S., now presided 
over by an aging, toothless tiger 
simply serving time into oc- 
togenarianism. 
And many a Mafia-threatened 
labor leader who had the guts to 
fight back was helped by the 
Bureau. Remember it wasn’t 
always easy. Not always did a 
White House want die un­ 
derworld X-rayed or X-rated. 
TJiis would have led to too many 


big-time hoods especially in 
New 
York, 
New 
Jersey, 
Massachusetts and Illinois. 
From whence comes all this 
information? From infiltration, 
yes. And from break-ins. Cer­ 
tainly the Bureau broke into the 
Communist Party headquar­ 
ters. It wanted mailing lists. It 
wanted corroboration or con­ 
spiracies by Communists to 
infiltrate 
unions, 
capture 
strategic 
ones 
in 
highly 
classified areas including the 
atomic and hydrogen bomb 
plants.

There were other “ secret 
entries” 
- 
now denounced. 
These were approved by U.S. 
Attorney Generals now running 
for cover under the “get-the- 
FBI” fire. But those break-ins or 
“ burglaries” were mostly at the 
request of the shadowy National 
Security Agency (NSA) which 
needed to crack foreign codes -- 
and first had to steal the in­ 
formation from consulates and 
embassies so the American 
cryptologists could get at the 
hidden codes. 
This saved the U.S. hundreds 
of millions of dollars. And some 
lives. There are many NSA 
letters (others too) in FBI files 
congratulating the Bureau on its 
work. 
And there have been break-ins 
on the Mafia. Just look at the 
1974-1975 fiscal year record. 
There were 1,400 convictions of 
hoodlums, 
gambling, 
vice 
figures 
and 
labor 
rackets- 
related thugs. This massive 
assault on the combine is a 
result of the “quality approach to 
investigative matters.” 
Further, there are about 1,900 
other organized crime “subjects 
including three national syn­ 
dicate leaders” in “ various 
stages of prosecution.” 
One of the alleged crime 
syndicate 
figures 
sentenced 
April 14 to a four-year prison 
term 
is Anthony Giardano, 
called by the FBI “the head of 
the syndicate in St. Louis” and 
two “syndicate captains” from 
Detroit. They are Tony Zerilli 
and Mike Polizzi. Note the 
Zerilli 
name. 
Note 
his 
relationship to the Detroit boss 
of little bosses. And check the 
records on the Hoffa mystery. 
Makes fascinating reading. 
And Kansas City’s “syndicate 
chieftain,” so listed by the FBI, 
Nick 
Civella, 
and 
three 
associates were convicted on 
May 14. It would take a volume 
to list Civella’s interests. He has 
more political and labor con­ 
nections than a French swit­ 
chboard. 
All this in what must be the 
FBI’s spare time. FBI director 
Clarence Kelley’s men have a 
wide spectrum to cover - all the 
way from the reddest of bomb- 
prone revolutionary grotqps to 
the black days of Watergateism.

A YOUNG AMERICAN 
SPEAKSOUT 
Although the violent views and actions of such youths 
as Patty Hearst and Lynette (Squeaky) Fromme have 
been much in the news as of late, our citizens shouldn’t 
become disheartened with the thought that the radical 
fringe represents the voice of young America. They 
don’t. 
There is a more rational, patriotic voice among our 
young people waiting to be heard; such as that of Jud 
Riggs, a 20-year-old from Sacramento who is now in 
Washington, D.C. as a full-time volunteer for the 
government’s 
American 
Revolution 
Bicentennial 
Administration (ARBA). 
Riggs’ views on America are instructive. Not only 
because he, perhaps more than any other youth, will help 
decide how the nation’s young people will celebrate the 
Bicentennial; but also because he is an example of a 
young person who has experienced the drug culture and 
totally rejected it. 
“While I was in high school, I became very depressed 
about the country,” says Riggs in a recently published 
newspaper interview. “I really had the ‘Watergate 
blues.’ I also had a distorted view of the country from 
watching TV and reading the newspapers. But it wasn’t 
the same country I found later when I traveled through 
it.” 
Riggs explained that his low view of his country was 
turned around by two factors: religion and the op­ 
portunity to travel across the United States, meeting his 
fellow citizens first-hand. 
“There was a real void in my life for a time,” says 
Riggs of his student days when he finally rejected the 
drug culture prevalent around him. “Then that void was 
filled by religion ... I don’t think I felt a real spiritual 
hunger, but I came to realize that there was no way I 
could live without religion. If it is a crutch, I could use a 
few more like it.” 
After one year of college, Riggs purchased a used 
camper and set out last winter on a personal odyssey 
across the American Southwest and Southeast. That trip 
was the clincher. 
“I feel good about the country now. Traveling across it 
convinced me of its worth,” says Riggs today. “The 
America I experienced during those months was not 
crime -ridden. It wasn’t the bankrupt New York City. 
Most of the people I met were very honest, very helpful. 
“That’s what really turned me around. I found out for 
myself that Americans simply are good people. And 
since the people really are the country — I don’t believe 
the country is falling off the edge.” 
Regarding the country whose birth he is helping to 
commemorate, Riggs adds that, “I definitely think this 
was a chosen country; that there was a divine hand in its 
founding. It was planned by people to allow other people 
to be as free as they can be.” 
Refreshing words from a young man v'ho, we believe, 
really represents the youth of America.

FOOD STAMP 
FIASCO 
The dimensions of the food stamp fiasco, which only 
now are beginning to surface, are mind-boggling. Started 
in 1962 as an experiment to help feed 50,000 poor 
Americans at a cost of $14 million, today there are nearly 
20 million citizens receiving food stamps. The projected 
taxpayer cost during the current fiscal year is $6.8 
billion. 
Worse than the enormity of the program — which is a 
grim reminder of a warning by President Ford that by 
the year 2000 half of all Americans could be living off the 
other half — is the large number of able-bodied 
American receiving a free ride on food stamps. Strikers 
get food stamps. Unemployed executives get them. 
College students, some who are the children of the 
wealthy, get food stamps. Lynette (Squeaky) Fromme, 
accused of trying to assassinate the President, was on 
food stamps. 
The Agriculture Department, which used to be charged 
primarily 
with 
aiding 
and 
regulating 
American 
agriculture, administers the food stamp program. Today 
the program accounts for half of the Department’s 
budget, putting the agency right behind the Department 
of Health, 
Education and welfare as a welfare 
distributor. 
Although various reform proposals are now making 
the rounds of Capitol Hill, like all giveaway' programs, 
the food stamp program has its own constituency 
fighting 
the 
reform 
moves. 
In 
the 
meantime, 
Administration officials are having a nightmare over the 
fact that, although nearly 20 million citizens are now 
receiving food stamps, an estimated 29.2 million are 
eligible to get them under the current lax laws. 
A retired USDA auditor was quoted in the Washington 
Star as saying that what the program needs most is 
“teeth.” He added that,“I’dm akeit a violation of federal 
law to cheat on food stamps. That might discourage 
people from ripping the program off. And I would 
prosecute every ineligible person who gets food stamps, 
along with some sort of penalty against the food stamp 
certifier (worker) who put that person on the rolls.” 
Whatever other reforms are adopted to stop the food 
stamp fiasco, we believe this USDA auditor hit the nail on 
the head The cheaters and rip-off artists must be put out 
of business Now.

Jenkins.

Hoover directed. 
“ Let Jenkins 
know what K atzenbach is doing.

T hirteen days after P resident 
Kennedy w as gunned down in 
D allas, 
Hoover 
delivered

detailed report to K atzenbach 
nam ing Lee H arvey Oswald as 
the assassin. K atzenbach kept it 
four days before subm itting it to 
the com m ission. 


The crusty, old G-m an was 
furious at the D allas police 
chief, meanwhile, for leaking 
the story that the FBI had in­ 
vestigated Oswald but had failed 
to alert the Secret Service. 
“ This is lowest level in history 
of B ureau since I have been 
director,” 
Hoover 
lam ented, 
according to the confidential 
notes. 


He contended that Oswald had 
never been seen with firearm s, 
had w ritten 
no hate 
letters 
against U. S. 
leaders. As a 
form er defector, he also knew he 
was a m arked m an whom the 
FBI w as watching. 
“ With 
that 
background,” 
grum bled Hoover, “ how could 
he be security risk . No in­ 
dication of violence so far as our 
records show ... Oswald could 
have hollered false a rre st if we 
had arrested him .” 
The FBI chief com m ented 
that Chief Justice E arl W arren, 
who headed the com m ission, 
“ would have been first one to 
holler” about Oswald’s rights. 
Citing the criticism of the FBI, 
Hoover com m ented: 
‘This is 
one of the rough ones.”

P resident Johnson should have

“ P resident should have backed 
up rep o rt,” com plained theG-

In private rem arks that w ere 
never intended to be repeated 


outside his inner circle, he m ade 
depreciating rem arks not only 
about P resident Johnson but 
about Senator B arry G oldw ater, 
R-Ariz., who was then preparing 
to run against LBJ for the 
presidency.

J. Lee Rankin, the general 
counsel, 
followed up with a 
“ D ear E d g a r” letter to the FBI 
chief requesting the raw files 
“ as prom ptly as possible.” But 
they w ere never delivered. 
A 
co m m issio n 
la w y e r, 
rem em ber those days m ore than 
a decade ago, told us: “ Nobody 
ever got the F B I’s own files.” In 
1963-64, another staff m em ber 
pointed out, the FBI “ could do 
no w rong,” so no one pressed too 
hard for their internal records. 
Now 12 years after the Ken­ 
nedy assassination, a fascinating 
story is still locked in FB I files 
aw aiting a public reopening. We 
will tell p art of the story in 
future columns.

WASHINGTON - I’ve known 
of FBI agents who infiltrated the 
M afia - though they’d have been 
hung alive on m eat hooks had 
their cover been broken. And of 
others who slipped into the Ku 
Klux Klan to crack a triple 
m urder case though the agents 
would have been clubbed to 
death with chains had they been 
de-hooded. And of another who 
spent tim e in a stinking Sing 
Sing prison cell to solve the

I was in the office of D eputy

During that year, 
the Senate Banking Committee 
will study the effects of the law 
and ways to make it more 
workable. 
In effect since June, RESPA 
was enacted 
to give home 
buyers 
advance 
information 
about closing costs and the 
opportunity to shop around for 
the most reasonable rates for 
title searches, 
mortgage in­ 
surance and other charges. 
Instead, the act has created a 
mountain 
of 
paperwork 
for 
lenders and unnecessary delays 
for consumers. 
Many Missourians have told 
me in the few months this act 
has been in force, the benefits to 
consumers have been negligible. 
Meanwhile, the inconvenience of 
additional 
paper 
work, 
questions 
and 
time 
requirements 
have 
caused 
problems 
and 
delays 
for 
everyone concerned. 
Repeal of sections 4, 6 and 7 
will lift the requirements that 
mortgage lenders inform buyers 
of 
the 
estimated settlement 
charges 12 days before closing, 
that they use a standardized 
form and that they disclose the 
previous selling price. 
Many 
lenders, 
fearful 
of 


violating any provisions of the 
act have required formal ap­ 
plications before quoting rates, 
terms and qualifications for 
loans. Thus, for the homebuyer 
to shop around for the best deal 
on a mortgage, he must often 
make formal application with 
several institutions - a time 
consuming process for both 
parties.

has had the unexpected effect of 
inhibiting development of inner- 
city housing.

It also prohibits any mortgage 
lender form requiring that title 
insurance be bought from a 
particular company and limits 
the amount of advance deposits 
for payment of taxes of in­ 
surance premiums.

D EA R DR. LAM B - I am 
in my early 60s and have high 
blood pressure, 150 over 100. I 
know that is too high I started 
out at 200 over 130 and have 
been taking medicine three 
times a day for four months. 
I would like to know if there 
is anything else to do. What 
about diet0 I seem to be doing 
all right with my weight. I am 
not supposed to use salt. I 
have been told by friends my 
problem is worrying over this, 
so could you tell me if this is 
true? 
D EA R R E A D E R - You are 
doing just great. It sounds to 
me as if that medicine is doing 
a lot for you, and you should 
continue to do what your doc­ 
tor advises you. 
Worry can increase blood 
pressure, and so can a lot of 
other things. 
High blood 
pressure isn’t that simple. 
For more information on how 
your blood pressure is con­ 
trolled, write to me in care of 
this newspaper, P.O. 
Box 
1551, Radio City Station, New 
York, NY 10019. Send 50 cents, 
a long, stam ped, self- 
addressed envelope, and ask 
for The Health Letter number 
1-8, Blood Pressure. 
In m ost people w ith 
pressures as high as yours 
before treatment, medicines 
w ill need to be continued 
thereafter, 
and you should 
never stop your medicine un­ 
less your doctor tells you to do 
so. For those who are even 
slightly overweight, I think it 
is also important to get rid of 
every excess pound of fat you 
don’t need. 
Most of the complications of 
high blood pressure are 
related to formation of fatty- 
cholesterol particles in the 
arteries that lead to heart at­ 
tacks and strokes. So, it is a 
good idea to be on a diet that 
helps prevent these problems. 
That means a diet that 


eliminates or prevents obesity 
and is moderately low in fat, 
saturated fat and cholesterol. 
This is the same diet we 
recommend to prevent heart 
and vascular disease in the 
general population whether or 
not you have high blood 
pressure. It is just more im­ 
portant in your case. Restric­ 
tion of salt is a good idea. 
D EA R DR. LAM B - For 
the past year and a half I have 
been tested by m3 doctor for 
high blood sugar and high 
cholesterol. He says I have a 
tendency toward diabetes. I 
am on a 1500 calorie diet and 
have lost approximately 14 
pounds, but the blood sugar 
doesn't seem to go down very 
much. 
Why would this be described 
as hyperglycemia on my 
medical records if low blood 
sugar is hypoglycemia, and 
the end result would be 
diabetes. 
D EA R R E A D E R — You are 
confused by the meaning of 
hyper and hypo as used in 
medicine. Hyper means an in­ 
creased amount as in a hyper 
active child (over active) and 
hypo means less or low. Your 
problem is increased sugar in 
the blood, hence you doctor 
calls it a tendency towards 
diabetes, and it is correctly 
called hyperglycemia. If your 
blood sugar were low (just the 
opposite of your problem) he 
w o u l d 
h a v e 
c a l l e d 
it 
hypoglycemia. All cases of 
low blood sugar do not end up 
as diabetes. Only some do. It 
depends on what causes the 
low blood sugar. 
Eliminating excess weight, 
if you have a high blood sugar, 
is a sound practice and is the 
first thing that should be done. 
Congratulations. I hope you 
are able to eliminate all the 
excess weight and that your 
blood sugar will then be more 
normal.

WASHINGTON, D C. - On 
Oct. 9, the Senate passed a bill to 
repeal three sections of the Real 
E state Settlement Procedures 
Act (RESPA). During that year, 
the Senate Banking Committee 
will study the effects of the law 
and ways to make it more 
workable. 
In effect since June, RESPA 
was 
enacted 
to give home 
buyers 
advance 
information 
about closing costs and the 
opportunity to shop around for 
the most reasonable rates for 
title searches, 
mortgage 
in­ 
surance 
and 
other 
charges. 
Instead, the act has created a 
mountain 
of 
paperwork 
for 
lenders and unnecessary delays 
for consumers. 
Many Missourians have told 
me in the few months this act 
has been in force, the benefits to 
consumers have been negligible. 
Meanwhile, the inconvenience of 
additional 
paper 
w ork, 
questions 
and 
tim e 
req u irem ents 
have 
caused 
problem s 
and 
delays 
for 
everyone concerned. 
Repeal of sections 4, 6 and 7 
will lift the requirem ents that 
mortgage lenders inform buyers 
of 
the 
estim ated 
settlem ent 
charges 12 days before closing, 
that they use a standardized 
form and that they disclose the 
previous selling price.

lenders, 
fearful 
of 


violating any provisions of the 
act have required formal ap­ 
plications before quoting rates, 
terms and qualifications

loans. Thus, for the homebuyer
